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CANADIAN COPYRIGHT. 


Paper and Allied Trades Urge Govern- 
ment Action. 


They Ask That It Be Dependent Upon a Manufacturing 
Clause, Providing That the Book Be Printed and Bound 
in Canada in Both Its Original and Subsequent 
Editions— Duty on Theatrical Lithographs. 





Toronto, Ont., January 7, 1902.—The copyright question 
is again agitating Canada, and the booksellers, stationers 
and paper makers are making efforts to bring the Govern- 
ment to a sense of its duty to the trades mentioned. 

Recently W. J. Gage, one of the leading paper dealers of 
the Dominion, a dinner at the National Club in: To- 
representing the book- 


gave 
ronto to about seventy-five guests, 
sellers’ and stationers’ section of the Toronto Board of 
Trade as well as the Employing Printers’ Association, and 
congratulations on a prosperous year and encouraging re- 
ports to fight for copyright protection formed the chief 
themes of discussion. 

Mr. Gage in proposing the toast of the publishing inter- 
ests expressed pleasure at being able to report a year of 
prosperity for both the publishers and paper making indus- 
tries. The publishers did not have to contend with strikes 
and the paper makers had increased their market. During 
the year the Lloyds of England had contracted for the en- 
tire output of one of Canada’s great paper mills. The pulp 
industry also showed great growth, the exports in nine 
months having been some $6,000,000. Tht men present rep 
resented some million and a half invested money, and em- 
ployed nearly 3,000. The value of the product was esti- 
mated at $3,682,000 a year. 

Mr. Gage said that the only disturbing element was the 
copyright questién. . He outlined the history of the agita- 
tion, and said that the American publisher could set up his 
book, send half a dozen copies to London and get his copy- 
right in Great Britain, Canada and the United States, and 
he had behind him to protect him all the power of the Brit- 
ish Government, as well as of the Canadian Government 
If a Canadian printer wanted United States copyright he 
had to print in United States type, with United States 
printers and bookbinders. 1In 1901 books in sheets to the 
value of no less than a quarter of a million had been imported 
from the United States—books that should have been 
printed in Canada. Even the hymnal used in the Pres- 
byterian Church was printed in Great Britain—books that 
could be made just as well in Canada. A trade magazine, 
Mr. Gage said, had called it a scandalous state of affairs, 
while the Rev. Dr. Briggs expressed the opinion that the 
issue of books last year had been larges than ever before 
and the quality higher. 

Following on the heels of this dinner a meeting of the 
wholesale booksellers’ and stationers’ section of the To- 
ronto Board of Trade and the Employing Printers’ Asso 
ciation was held last week to listen to a report of the com 
mittee on legislation on the copyright question 

The committee reported that it had interviewed Hon. 
Mr. Fisher, the Minister of Agriculture, who has jurisdic 
tion in this matter, and asked for action on these two 
points: First, the desire that the amendment to the Copy- 
right Act, passed in 1900, should make it compulsory that 
the printing in Canada required by its provisions be con 
tinuous, and, second, that the wording of clause 35 in 
Lord Monkswell’s bill then before the House of Lords 


should be. made so clear that there can be no misunder- 
standing as to the validity and effectiveness of the amend 
ing act of 1900 above referred to. : 
The meeting then presented a strong resolution pointing 
out the importance to Canadian printers, paper 


makers, 


bookbinders and publishers of having a satisfactory copy 
right law and the fact that known as the Hall 
Caine bill, which was in the nature of a compromise and 
generally satisfactory to- Canadian interests as well as the 
British authors and publishers, has never become a law, but 
the interests of the Canadian paper makers, publishers, 
bookbinders and printers continue to be sacrificed to British 
and United States interests. The resolution urges the To- 
ronto Board of Trade to strongly represent to the Domin- 
ion Government, at as early a date as possible, the impor 
tance of the question and ask the Government to pass such 
legislation as shall make it obligatory in order to secure 
Canadian copyright that a book be printed and bound in 
Canada, and that the continuance of such printing and bind 
ing be necessary in order to continue to hold such copy 
right. Further, that the asked that such 
provision be made as will permit the issue of books in 
Canada on terms which will secure to the author a rea 
sonable royalty. The resolution also recommends that the 
Toronto Board of Trade be asked to forward copies of 
resolution to the boards of trade of other Canadian 
cities and ask their co-operation in securing this legislation 

A committee representing the theatrical interests of To 
ronto recently waited on Hon. William Paterson, Minister 
of Customs for Ontario, and asked for the removal of duty 
on theatrical lithographs. The minister would not promise 
any relief. Some time ago the theatrical managers through 
out Canada petitioned the Government to reduce the high 
tariff on theatrical lithograph matter, but the tariff for the 
year having been arranged the petition came too late. The 
application was lately renewed and it was this that was dis 
cussed with the minister. It was held that the present duty 
of 15 cents per pound on lithographed matter keeps it out 
to a great extent, and that printers are the sufferers, since 
all theatrical lithographs require a certain amount of type

Work at Champion Coated Paper Co.’s Plant. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, January 7, 1902.—A force of 200 men 
has cleared most of the débris from the fire wreck at the 
Champion Coated Paper. Company’s plant in Hamilton, 
and the work of rebuilding will be started as soon as pos- 
sible. However, it will be some time before the work can 
be proceeded with in a satisfactory manner, as the con- 
tracts have not all been awarded. In many instances bids 
have not yet been submitted. It will take time and labor 
to rebuild on the plans decided upon by the board of di- 
rectors of the company. However, the work will be 
pushed as rapidly as energy and enterprise will admit. It 
will be the aim to place the new paper mill plant in op- 
eration as speedily as possible, and machinery has been 
installed this week which will make it possible to operate 
the new plant at an earlier date than anticipated. An 
equipment of coating machines is needed, it is stated, at 
once.

COATED PAPER. 


The New York Estimate of the Present 
Market Conditions. 


Estimated That Manufacturers by Pushing Their Machines 
to Fullest Cam About Make Up Gap in Supply Caused 
by the Champion Fire—Expected That the Half Cent 
Advance Will Be Maintained for Some Time. 





The condition of the market coated or enameled 
book paper is at present one of the most interesting topics 
of discussion in the trade. 

For a week or more after the destruction of the plant 
of the Champion Coated Paper Company, of Hamilton, 
Ohio, the large coated book were worried 
over the situation that presented itself in consequence. It 
then looked as if the market would be short on an average 
of 30 tons per day. Since then the figures have been gone 
with the result that it is found that before 
was a total production of coated book of 
about 175 tons daily. By deducting the 60 tons made by 
the Champion, an alarming gap in the supply was ap 
parent. But the fear over this shortage disappeared when the 
possible increased production of all the other coating plants 
working under pressure was footed up. As it is taken for 
granted that the owners of the plants will now run their 
machines to the fullest capacity, the resulting increased 
production is the chief element in any calculation to be 
made. This possible increased tonnage amounts to about 
7o tons per day. From this estimate it can be seen that 
the Champion’s production of 60 tons per day can be sup- 
plied by the combined extra output of the other plants. 
In these, by the way, there are 103 single and eight double 
coating machines. The Champion had six 
twelve double machines. In the total of the machines now 
running, those that coat on both sides but parts of which 
are situated in opposite extremities of buildings are counted

Those in the New York trade who 
are informed on such matters say that with the crowded 
condition of the machine shops of the country it is an 
absolute impossibility for the Champion to get going 
again inside of nine months. The representatives of the 


other coating concerns are also positive in their state 
ments that for the next six momths at least the trade of 
the country must face a daily shortage of 30 tons of 
coated book paper. They also predict that after con 


sumers use up their January supply and exhaust the small 
stocks now in the hands of the jobbers prices on coated 
papers will advance still more. 
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NEW YEAR OPENS WELL. 


Mills Continue to Be Busy and Orders Are Plentiful—Coated 
Book Holds Its Advance—Western Men Advance 
Price of Sulphite. 








Trade in the New York market is in a healthy condi- 
tion. This week the jobbing demand for manilas is a little 
better than it has been since Christmas. 
fair movement in both book and writings, although a 
number of the jobbers are not doing much. The chief 
feature of the market, however, continues to be the ac- 
tivity of the mills, or in other words, the difficulty of get- 
ting quick delivery from practically all the mills. Trouble 
on this score is less than it has been, as the terrific rush in- 
cident to the December demand is now over. In the past 
three weeks the paper manufacturers have also had a 
chance to “catch up” a little on their back orders. They 
still say, however, that they are far from seeing daylight, 
so crowded are their order books. As a result they are 
ail very firm on their quotations. The buyers, however, 
in their conferences with the mill agents, are emphatic in 
their assertions that the market is weaker. This may be 
the case, but if the market is “off” a little there is no tan- 
gible evidence of the fact in New York city. All the 
large manufacturers of news paper, for instance, report 
that they prefer not to take any more orders for delivery 
earlier than March. Some of the smaller companies can- 
not promise delivery in a shorter time than thirty 
days. The lowest quotation on news continues to 
be 2.35 cents, delivered in New York. This means de- 
livery at the convenience of the manufacturer. One desir- 
able contract was closed last week at 2.35 cents, less 3 per 
cent. Where early delivery is made nowadays on news 
paper it means that the buyer pays for the accommodation, 
and the other customers have to wait for their goods. The 
demand for book papers is pronounced “good and strong, 
with every prospect of its continuing so for the next few 
months.” This is the prevailing opinion. Coated book is 
very firm at a half a cent advance over the old figures. 
The lowest quotation is 6 cents 
strong.

cents and 2% cents for No. 1 and No. 2 wood respectively. 
Owing to the passing of the big holiday demand and the 
increased supply of ground wood there is a feeling that 
the quotations on manilas are not quite as firm as they 
were. The same reasons apply to the quotations on news 
paper. In regard to the latter grade the consumption by 
the big daily newspapers is now less, as the extensive holi- 
day advertising is now over. But, as has been said before, 
the mills are so far behind in orders that the temporary 
falling off in consumption does not cut any figure. Then 
it is said that the new business now coming more than 
offsets the weakening effects of curtailed consumption. In 
boards the market is still very strong at the list prices.

There is little change in the condition of business from 
that reported last week, and the mills have been running 
along on good orders. They have wished their customers 
a Happy New Year and have now settled down to make a 
good record during the current year. The mills have re- 
ceived some good orders during the week, and it is ex- 
pected from the present indications that January will be a 
very good month. The usual January dullness in the mills 
has not materialized as yet, and one manufacturer stated 
this afternoon that in all probability his mill would be run 
to its capacity this month. He has orders enough on hand 
now to run him for some little time and is receiving good 
sized orders continually. The market for manilas is some 
what quiet at present and the mills in this city have filled 
their orders promptly and are now awaiting additional 
ones. ; 

The inills in Berkshire County report business as being 
good with them, and they have been running principally on 
the finer grades of paper. The manufacturers say they are 
not worrying about business and believe that trade will 
continue good throughout the winter. 

Prices have not changed during the week so far as could 
be learned from the mills, but there is apprehension in 
some quarters that higher prices will rule before spring

Good Opening Business at Boston.

Notwithstanding the fact that a dull spell is always 
looked for in paper trade circles during the first few weeks 
of the new year, and whiie to some extent that expectation 
is being realized, business is said to be fairly good. Job- 
bers report quite a run of small orders from printers, retail 
stores and other consumers, which keep the packing and 


shipping departments very busy, and then every jobber, be- 
ing behind in deliveries, is taking advantage of the situation 
to clean up his order book. Manufacturers are just as much 
crowded now as in weeks past owing to the accumulation 
of orders at the mills and which they are trying to fill be- 
fore the new spring buriness opens up. It has been many 
years since the paper manufacturing industry was as favor- 
ably situated at the beginning of a year as it is this Jan- 
uary. The market at present is very firm on all grades of 
paper, but whether present prices can be maintained for 
any considerable length of time is a question. Some large 
dealers claim that wood papers will be shaded in price in- 
side of thirty days owing to the heavy production of ground 
wood at present. In box boards there is quite a heavy 
trade going on, so say jobbers making a specialty of that 
line. Manilas are also moving well from the mill end.

Paper Active, Sulphite Advanced in Wisconsin. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

APPLETON, Wis., January 6, 1902.—The condition of 
business shows little change from last week. Orders have 
slackened, as is to be expected between Christmas and 
January 15. The rush at the mills still continues, how- 
ever, where bookings are weeks in advance of deliveries. 
There are no special features to be spoken of, except that 
the sulphite manufacturers of this region have decided not 
to wait for the convenience of their Eastern brethren and 
have advanced the price of all grades of sulphite from $1 
to $3 or more a ton. The sulphite men say that business 
is now on a good footing again, orders being in excess 
of the capacity of the mills. The paper manufacturers, 
they say, are not objecting to paying a little more for 
sulphite, as they are more than getting it back in the ad- 
vances they are receiving in the price of the paper. Many 
of the manufacturers express themselves as being really 
mystified to account for the quantity of paper that is-be- 
ing used. They can see where the news paper is going, 
for most of the big city papers have of late been increas- 
ing their number of pages; and it is not quite so surpris- 
ing about the destination and uses of the book paper that 
is being called for, though the quantity is not a little 
astonishing nevertheless. But, they say, where in the 
world are all the flat papers going? And nobody seems 
to know.

Miami Market Opens New Year Well.

Litigation Over Paper Straws. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Wasuincton, D. C., January 6, 1902.—Two suits in 
equity were filed last Friday in the District Court by 
Lester B. Platt and ethers against William Thomas, trad- 
ing as the American Paper Straw Company. One of the 
suits is filed for the purpose of enjoining the defendant 
from infringing a patent for a method of coating paper 
tubes, which was granted to the late Marvin C. Stone, and 
which is now held by the trustees under his will. The 
bill of complaint alleges that: from the date of the letters 
patent down to the date of Mr. Stone’s death, and since 
his death, the trustees have used the invention in the man- 
ufacture of artificial straws, and that since July 1 last the 
defendant has infringed on the patent. 

The other suit is filed to enjoin Thomas from alleged 
unfair competition in business. The bill sets forth that 
Stone, during his lifetime, employed the defendant and ad- 
mitted him to confidential relations whereby the defendant 
was enabled to become familiar with the methods used 
by Stone. Thomas, it is alleged, prepared circulars printed 
in exact imitation in all essential particulars of those is- 
sued by Stone. It is further alleged that Thomas has used 
on his circulars and boxes the name of “American Paper 
Straw Company”; he gave equal prominence to the name 
“William Thomas, formerly manager for M. C. Stone.” 

The bill asks that Thomas be perpetually enjoined from 
conducting or advertising the business of manufacturing, 
selling or disposing of artificial straws in any manner cal- 
culated to deceive purchasers, and that Thomas also be 
required to account, and damages be adjudged against 
him. 

The court has taken the matter under consideration.

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NEW MILL PROJECTS. 


Washington May Have New Paper Plants—The Dayton- 
Allegan Paper Company—St. Mary’s River Com- 
pany—Col. Frambach’s Project in Michigan. 





SEATTLE, Wash., January 2, 1902—One of the largest 
wood pulp board and paper factories in the Middle West 
may be moved to this part of the State: George B. Adair 
has received a letter irom the financial backers of the con- 
cern, giving this information. The company has two 
plants, one in Michigan and the other in Iowa, and if a 
satisfactory location can be found on Puget Sound both 
will be brought here and combined. It is backed by sev- 
eral million dollars of capital. 

The concern is looking for a location with available 
water power of not less than 3,000 horse power, with 
good pulp timber resources within easy reach and acces- 
sible to a shipping centre. 

The president of the mill company spent several months 
on the Sound last spring and was greatly impressed with 
the advantages offered by this State for the industry. The 
name of the establishment has not been made public. 





The Dayton-Allegan Paper Company.

Dayton, Ohio, January 7, 1902.—Prominent Dayton 
business men and manufacturers have joined capita] in es- 
tablishing a new industry, or rather in organizing a new com- 
pany for the establishment of a paper mill at Allegan, 
Mich. Theo. F. W. Schmidt, the leading stockholder, 
and president of the Dayton Folding Box Company, is 
one of the principal organizers of the new company, which 
will be known as the Dayton-Allegan Paper Company, lo- 
cated at Allegan, Mich., and which will be incorporated 
under the laws of Indiana, with headquarters in Anderson, 
Ind. The capital stock of the company will be $60,000. 
It is possible that in the course of time another plant will 
be located in Anderson. 

The new company will manufacture box and corrugated 
paper to be used in the making of articles in the local box 
factory. Besides Mr. Schmidt there were present at the 
meeting Henry Zwick and Herman Rogge, of Dayton; 
Louis Newman, of Marion, Ind.; Fred Gephart, of Alle- 
gan, Mich., and John Lovett, of Anderson, Ind, 

Mr. Schmidt was for many years superintendent of the 
Dayton Paper Novelty Company, and later established a 
factory in Anderson. A few years since the Dayton plant 
was placed in operation. M. V. 





The St, Mary’s River Lumber Company. 


Hauirax, N. S., January 6, 1902.—The St. Mary’s River 
Lumber Company deal is now practically completed. The 
purchases of the company consist of about 265,000 acres of 
timber lands at Jordan River, St. Mary’s River, Gaspe- 
reaux and Clyde River, and 100,000 acre$ of Crown lands 
at Clyde River, for which application has been made to the 
Government. 

Mr. Crowe, of Nova Scotia, retains an equal interest 
with Henry Patten, of Albany, and F. G. Smith, of New 
York, and has been -offered the management of the com- 
pany’s operations in Nova Scotia. 

A. L. Meyers, of New York, who is interested with Dr.

Paper and Pulp Mills Want Permits. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., January 6, 1902.—The straw board 
and other mills appear to have changed their minds again 
about not asking permits from the State Health Board to 
dump waste matter into streams, for six factories have ap- 
plied for pefmits, most of them renewals, and the ques- 
tion will come before the State Health Board at its meet- 
ing, Friday of this week. 

The mills are the Muncie Pulp Company and the Con- 
sumers Straw Board Company, of Muncie, and the Amer- 
ican Straw Board Company, of Anderson. The first per- 
mits expired early in December, but no applications for 
renewal were received until some time after the expiration. 

Secretary Hurty, of the State Health Board, says the 
permits issued before were not for dumping poisonous 
refuse, and that the permits which may be issued again 
will not be for such refuse. 

Speaking of the straw board companies, Factory In- 
spector McAbee says there is an excellent opening for a 
mill in Posey County, where the wheat crop is large and 
consequently the supply of straw also. He says he has 
seen great clouds of smoke in that county caused by the 
burning of straw. The Ohio and Wabash Rivers, he said, 
would carry off all refuse without injury to the riparian 
owners.

The stockholders and directors 
of the company are Lockport men, and include the Trevors, 
Colonel Ellsworth, Jesse Peterson and others. W. W. 
and F. N. Trevor, Mr. Peterson and Manager W. J. Ster- 
ritt, of the company, petitioned for a receiver and dissolu- 
tion of the company. When the application was first made 


the nominal assets of the company amounted to $75,000. 
The debtors of the company were supposed to be sound 
financially, and matters looked as if the affairs of the paper 
company would be settled in a fairly satisfactory manner. 
Surprise and something like dismay were expressed when it 
was learned that three of the company’s debtors had gone 
into bankruptcy within a very short time of each other. 
Strange to say, following this three other firms, all cred- 
itors, soon went to the wall, and the bright prospects of a 
satisfactory settlement were soon dissipated and matters 
took on a very dubious outlook. Then again came disaster, 
and the proverbial last straw was broken when the an- 
nouncement reached here that Stephen F. Sherman, the 
treasurer of the American Package Company, of Newark, 
N. Y., had filed a petition in bankruptcy. Sherman was a 
debtor to the paper company for $3,000. W. E. T.

and bills that ought to be paid by other parties, $126.71.

prints and pictures, $250; machinery, tools, &c., $513; due 
on open accounts, $4,694.38; policies of insurance, $600;

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FOREIGN CORPORATIONS. 


New York State Proposes to Tax Those Doing Business 
Within Her Borders, But Who Are 
Incorporated Elsewhere. 





Aupany, N. Y., January 7, rgo02.—Another of Governor 
Odell’s tax bills was introduced to-day in the Senate by 
Senator Hobart Krum, and in the Assembly by Assembly- 
man Morgan. The bill is intended to supplement the bill 
which became a law last year on the Governor’s recom- 
mendation, and which aimed to increase the organization 
of corporations in New York State. The bill introduced 
to-day is retaliatory in character, and is designed to reach 
corporations which, while doing business in New York 
city are incorporated in other States. 

Up to a capitalization of $3,000,000, it is stated, that the 
New York law offers more favorable opportunities to new 
corporations than the laws of other States. Beyond that 
amount, on other than manufacturing corporations, the 
comparison is not in New York’s favor. The Governor 
opposed further concessions, because, he said, by incorpora- 
tion in New York advantages are offered that are more 
than commensurate with the increased expense. 

“But it is unfortunately true,”’ the Governor said in his 
message, “that foreign associations, while nominally lo- 
cated elsewhere, are virtually transacting all of their busi- 
ness within our borders. This is unfair, because the wealth 
of our people, which is invested in their shares, is taken 
out of our taxable values.” 

The bill introduced to-day by Senator Krum and -As- 
semblyman Morgan seeks to put an end to this alleged 
imposition. 

It is provided that there shall be no deduction from the 
full value of so much of such taxable personal property 
as shall consist of shares of stock in foreign corpora- 
tions subject to and which shall have failed to pay the 
fee and tax provided for by Sections 181 and 182 of the 
tax law within the time therein specified, and in the event 
of an increase of its capital stock a license fee shall be

due and payable upon any such increase at the same rate 


within six months after beginning business. The bill re- 
duces the time for the beginning of actions against for- 
eign corporations from thirteen to six months. 

Provision is also made for an additional franchise tax on 
foreign corporations stating that every foreign corporation, 
excepting banking corporations, fire, marine, casualty and 
life insurance companies, co-operative fraternal insurance 
companies, and building and loan associations, authorized 
to do business under the general corporation law, shall in 
addition to the tax provided by Section 182 pay an annual 
tax of 1-10 of I per cent. upon each dollar of its cap- 
ital stock up to and including $10,000,000, and the sum 
of $100 per annum per $1,000,000, or any part thereof on all 
amounts of capital stock in excess of $10,000,000 for the 
privilege of exercising its corporate privileges or carrying 
on its business in this State. 

It is further provided that every foreign corporation lia- 
ble to pay this tax shall make a written report to the Con- 
troller on or before November 15 of each year, stating 
the amount of its authorized capital on October 31, preced- 
ing. It is also required that all foreign corporations now 
engaged in business make a written report within six 
months after the passage of the act of its authorized and 
capital stock, and such other information as may be re- 
quired. 

Chairman Morgan, of the House Committee on Taxa- 
tion and Retrenchment, said to-day that the object of the 
bill is not primarily to raise revenue, but to force corpora- 
tions doing business in the State to incorporate under the 
State’s laws.

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MANILA ROPE MARKET. 


A Review of the Situation—Buyers Charge Sellers With 
Making a Corner—Sellers Deny Charge and 
Allege Unwarranted Rejections by Buyers, 





The market situation on old rope is said to be far from 
satisfactory to either the dealer or the rope paper manu- 
facturer. This is, in a way, nothing new, as there has 
been more or less friction between the buyer and seller of 
old rope since the summer of 1900, when the advance from 
2% cents began. At even the low figures of that period 
there was more profit in the business for the importers 
and less inducement for the paper manufacturers to feel 
dissatisfied with their purchases. For the past year and a 
half both parties have been considerably disgruntled, the 
manufacturers making the charge that the packers had 
manipulated a corner on rope, while the importers and 
packers insisted that the short supply was due to natural 
catises. 

At just this time the special cause of complaint is over 
numerous rejections and claims for short weight and 
poor quality. These have been numerous of late, to the 
great disgust of the importers and to their loss. The 
manufacturers say that the stock now being delivered was 
bought at the high prices of a few months ago, and that 
owing to the advanced prices then prevailing the packing 
was not up to the standard. Such is the case, so they 
declare, in every era of high prices. Quite a different 
explanation of the claims and rejections is made by the 
importers. These gentlemen assert that the present 
shipments are fully up to the average in both quality 
and weight, and that they are convinced that the 
only reason for the sweeping rejections and heavy claims 
now being made is that the manufacturers feel aggrieved 
because they contracted for the supplies when the market 
was at least 1 cent per pound higher than it is to-day. 
However this may be the fact remains that both the sell- 
ers and consumers of old rope are very much displeased 


with the present state of affairs. 


The periodical fixing of a minimum buying price by 
four of the large consumers of old rope is another matter 
that has helped to antagonize the importers. This has 


been going on for some time, and the handlers of rope 


declare that the prices fixed by the rope paper manufac- 
turers are always at least one-quarter of a cent under the 
market. 

Still another matter of more recent date has helped to 
intensify the feelings of the importers, and that is the re- 
ported effort of the consumers to go over the heads of 
the dealers and deal direct with some one large packer 
who would guarantee to furnish all the rope needed at a 
uniform price to be determined periodically by agreement. 
Such a proposition is said to have been. made to one of 
the largest packing houses in England. It is also re- 
ported that the proposition was carefully considered, with 
the result that it was declined on the ground that any 
one man or house could not control enough old rope to 
meet the requirements of a majority of the American rope 
paper mills. The scheme was therefore abandoned as im- 
practicable. Although this plan did not go through there 
is nevertheless a strong feeling in the market that all 
efforts on the part of the manufacturers to escape the 
consequences of great fluctuations in rope are not at an 
end.

Dayton, Ohio, January 6, 1902—A report was current 
that the Colin Gardner Paper Company, of Middletown, 
Ohio, was negotiating for the sale of the mill, recently 
erected, to atrust. Mr. Gardner brands this as erroneous 
and says that the company has not given any trust or 
syndicate, or any company of capitalists, an option on the 


plant. Nor is it the intention of Mr. Gardner to sell out 
even should an offer be made. 

A little over a year ago Mr. Gardner retired from the 
Tytus-Gardner Company's mill and organized a company 
of which he is the head. A bonus was offered by the city 
of Middletown, which furnished a site, and preparations 
were at once made for the erection of a modern paper mill 
plant. Immediately there came a supply of orders which 
seems to be increasing steadily, until it has been almost 
impossible to meet the demand. In fact, if business con- 
tinues it will be necessary for the company to equip the 
plant with another machine. M. V. 


To Protect the Adirondacks. 


At a meeting of representatives of various Adirondack 
clubs and owners of game preserves and camps in that 
region, January 3, at the rooms of the Board of Trade and 
Transportation, 203 Broadway, New York, a new associa- 
tion for the protection of the property and water rights of 
the private preserves in the Adirondack region was or- 
ganized. It is to be known as the Association for the Pro- 
tection of the Adirondacks. All property owners and those 
interested in the protection of the region are eligible to be- 
come members. 

The constitution adopted at the meeting calls for a board 
of trustees, which was appointed subject to the acceptance 
of those nominated. The trustees are divided into three 
classes, the first to serve until next April, the second until 
a year from that date, and the third until two years from 
then. 

The trustees appointed are: First class, John G. Agar, 
William G. De Witt, Franklin Brandreth, Frank A. Cut- 
ting, Charles R. Christy, Judge Warren Higley, A. M. 
Huntington, H. S. Harper, Judge Henry Hoyland and

Morgan, Gov. Benjamin B. Odell, Robert C. Pruyn, Wil- 
liam G. Rockefeller and Titus Sheard; third class, Charles 
A. Tatum, Anson Phelps Stokes, Alfred G. Vanderbilt, W. 
G. Ver Plank, Thomas S. Walker, Alfred L. White, Dr. 
Samuel B. Ward, William C. Whitney, W. Seward Webb 
and Timothy L. Woodruff. 

Until the trustees meet and elect new officers Judge 
Higley will hold the office of president, and H. S. Harper 
that of secretary.

Philadelphia Franklin Club. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 
PHILADELPHIA, January 7, 1902.—The recently organized 
Franklin Club, composed of master printers and members 
of allied trades, and in which the paper trade is largely 


represented, held its first annual banquet at the Continental 
Hotel this evening. The event was stamped by all present 
as an eminently successful occasion. The attendance was 
very large. 

The speakers were George H. Ellis, Louis Barta, and J. 
Stearns Cushing, of Boston; E. B. Passano, of Baltimore; 
Hon. J, J. Little, Isaac H. Blanchard, R. W. Smith, Edwin 
S. Ives, Edwin Fowler, George H. Ferguson, J. Clyde 
Oswald and F. A. Ringler, of New York, and J. Horace 
MacFarland, of Harrisburg. 

The paper trade was represented by a number of the 
leading men connected with the local trade. 


Wood Pulp in France. 

In reporting upon the wood pulp market in France for 
1901, A. L. Grondal, of Paris, states that chemical wood 
pulps fell considerably in price. At the beginning of the 
year well-known brands were firm at 24 francs c. i. f. 
Rouen per 100 kilos, but - May they were obtainable at 
21 francs and in July at 19 francs. Contracts were re- 
newed at this figure for delivery over the whole of 1902. 
One or two francs more were obtained for extra qualities, 
according to the brands, and on the other hand there was 
a similar reduction for lower qualities. The depreciation 
may be stated at about § francs. With the close of the 
year the market has a weak tone and any advance in 
prices seems unlikely. Trade depression has been severe- 
ly felt, paralyzing all transactions, perhaps less in France 
than in other European countries. 

For mechanical wood pulps inflated prices ruled at the 
commencement of the year, xiz.: 17 francs c. i. f. Rouen 
per 100 kilos for dry pulp. Prices, however, gave way, 
and in May and June these were down to 13.50 francs, and 
in July and August 12 to 13 francs for dry and 10.50 francs 
to 11 francs for 50 per cent. moisture. In consequence 
of the drought in Scandinavia quotations during the latter 
months of the year had an upward tendency, and the 
market at the present time is particularly firm. Quota- 
tions during November and December may be given at 
14 to 15 francs for dry pulp and 12 to 12.25 francs for wet 
pulp 50 per cent. per 100 kilos. c. i. f. Rouen, for delivery 
during the winter months. For delivery from May to De- 
cember, 1902, the prices are 13 francs for dry and 11 to 
12 francs for moist. Transactions at these prices, how- 
ever, are very few, and sellers are on the market at much 
lower quotations for delivery over next year. 


FOREIGN NOTEs. 





The destruction by fire is reported of the board factory, 
Bruggen, Switzerland. 


The exports of paper from China in 1900 amounted to 
2,506,000 taels, compared with 2,158,000 taels in 1806 and 
1,742,000 taels in 1898. 

Filke & Singer, of Ziegenhals, in Silesia, are erecting a 
wood pulp and wood pulp board factory. Water power as 
well as steam will be utilized. 


The Central German Paper Association has severed its 
connection with the German Paper Association. It will 
now act independently under the name of the Central 
German Paper Industry Association, the centre of which 
is at Leipsic. 

Petitions have been presented to the German Parlia- 
ment against duties on raw materials for paper making 
purposes, and one by newspapers for a reduction of duty 
on papers containing wood. The activity of German 
newspaper publishers is due to the formation of the Print- 
ing Paper Makers’ Syndicate. 


The proposal to raise the French duty on posters will 
probably have a detrimental effect on the consumption of 
paper. Hitherto posters 25x20 centimetres paid 13 centimes, 
and now a stamp of 20 centimes is proposed. A poster 1%4 
to 2 square metres will cost 28 centimes, instead of 24 
centimes; and over 2 square metres the amount is 50 
centimes for each additional square metre. 


The imports of paper into Japan in 1900 were of the 
value of 5,260,000 yen, compared with 2,540,000 yen in the 
previous year. As pens, pencils and inks are included, an 
allowance of 10 per cent. in the value must be made for 
these articles. Printing paper is the principal import, 
about one-third being received from Great Britain and the 
remainder from Germany, Austria, Belgium and the 
United States. 


Rosin size manufactured by the Arabol Manufacturing 
Company, No. 155 William street, New York city, con- 
tinues to be most popular with the paper manufacturers. 
The company says of it that it is milk white in solution, 
and that while it is equal in strength to a double quantity 
of common mill made size, it at the same time holds the 
water better on the machine.

By a railroad collision in the New York Central tunnel 
in New York, yesterday, a number of passengers were 
killed, among them being Alexander M. Perrin, second 
vice-president, and Frank Washburn, secretary-treasurer 
of the Union Bag and Paper Company. This announce- 
ment will cause and carry sorrow to a very large circle, 
for both men were well and widely known in both the 
East and West. It is seldom that death comes so quickly, 
or that it strikes such a terrific blow. 


New Mill Projects. 

Early last year there were many paper and pulp mills 
projected. The lists of these new enterprises, published 
in THe Paper TRADE JOURNAL, grew very long, and had 
all of these schemes been carried out the paper market 
would undoubtedly have been much overloaded. Some 
of the plans miscarried, however, and nothing came of 
them. Enough, however, were put on a substantial foot- 
ing to ensure the machinery men a big run of work, and 
to-day all the shops are busy. 

Notwithstanding this there is a very constant stream of 
people who seek to be admitted to the ranks of paper 
and pulp manufacturers, and this week we note the facts 
connected with several new movements looking to the 
building of paper and pulp mills. Those who build equip- 
ment for the mills, who deal in supplies, and in fact all 
who in any way sell to the manufacturer of paper and 
pulp, will find in these announcements suggestions for 


business. 


Canadian Copyright. 

The paper makers, publishers, booksellers, stationers and 
printers of Canada have embarked on a campaign in favor 
of Canadian copyright. They argue that they have not 
been treated fairly, and they now ask the Government to 
amend the law so as to provide that a book shall be 
protected by Canadian copyright only when its original 
and subsequent editions are printed and bound in Canada. 
This movement looks as though it were simply one of the 
incidents in the general effort to develop Canadian indus- 
try. It does not appear, however, that the proposed law 
provides anything very substantial for the American paper 
maker. It necessitates the printing of the book in Canada, 
but it is not necessary that the paper on which it is printed 
shall be of Canadian make, so far as we are now informed. 
This being the case United States paper makers will be 
pleased to continue to supply the Canadian publisher with 
what paper he may require. 

It is a curious fact that while the Canadian publisher is 
asking the Government to protect him in his business, he 
is at the same time urging the same Government to re- 


move protection from the Canadian paper maker. 


The Coated Paper Market. 


The effect of the destruction of the coating plant of the 
Champion Coated Paper Company is yet felt in the market 
for coated paper, and will be probably for several months. 
When the news of the burning of the plant reached the 
market there was at once a flurry. Fears were entertained 
that there would be a heavy shortage and that prices would 
advance. Prices did advance a half a cent, and in some 
instances more. As to the question of the shortage of 
supply there are two sides. One claims that the gap caused 
by the cutting out of the Champion’s 60 tons a day will 
be fully closed by the extra production of all the other 
manufacturers. It is said that nearly every maker is able 
to crowd his plant a little, while at least one is able to 
almost double his output. In this way one side argues 
there will be provided a supply of coated paper sufficient 
to meet all demands. Opposed to this is the contention 
that before the disaster at the Champion plant all makers 
had all the orders they could care for. As soon as the 
news of that disaster was spread abroad orders began to 
pour in upon other makers, and the latter were entirely 
unable to care for the extra demand. Not only did they ad- 
vance prices, but absolutely declined to consider many 
orders, for the reason that they were unable to turn out 


the goods. 


A great deal of interest centres in the question of when ~ 


the Champion will be again ready to deliver goods. The 





New York agent of the mill says that they will be again 
coating in May, and that the entire plant will be in op- 
eration in June. 

It is evident that there will be no overproduct of 


coated paper for some months to come. That point is 


not disputed, and it is not likely that there will be any 
easing up of conditions for some time, even granting for 
the sake of argument that the other manufacturers can 
supply the customers who have heretofore obtained their 


supply from Hamilton, Ohio. 


The total value of the paper exported at the port of New 
York this week is satisfactory. It is $80,982, and if a 
similar showing is made each week, the total] at the end of 
the year will be one that we may view with pride. Of this 
total almost half, or $44,510, was taken by Australia, Lon- 
don following with a bill of $8,809, Liverpool with one of 
$7,775, Manchester with one of $5,236, Newcastle with one 
of $1,646 and the British West Indies one of $1,957, so that 
all in all we did a tidy bit of business with our “British 
cousins” in the opening week of the new year. Other 
buyers were as follows: Chili, $2,978; Hamburg, $2,859; 
Brazil, $2,138; United States of Colombia, $1,695; Peru, 
$1,689; Cuba, $1,504, and Mexico, $1,200. Now, let’s keep 
up the pace thus set in our exporting business in the first 
week in January. 


In the case of the Hartland Paper Company, Lockport, 
N. Y., there has been a curious chain of disasters. First 
the company itself went into the hands of a receiver, but it 
was expected that it would not be difficult to reach a set- 
tlement satisfactory to all interested. Before this could 
be done, however, three of the company’s debtors failed. 
These disasters were followed by the failures of three of 
the company’s creditors, and now to cap the climax a 
fourth debtor of the company, who owes the corporation 
about $3,000, has gone into bankruptcy. If one is to judge 
by appearances, matters are now so tangled up that bring- 
ing about a settlement will not be the easiest thing in the 
world. 


Our inventors seem to work in somewhat irregular 
moods. Some weeks there are no inventions at all in the 
direct line of paper making appliances, while in other 
weeks there will be a number of patents granted covering 
improvements in some piece of the vital part of paper mill 
equipment. Of late beating engines seem to have occu- 
pied the attention of several ingenious minds, and this 
week the patents cover paper cutters, pulp strainers, pulp 
grinders, paper making machine and an apparatus for the 
production of half-stuff from peat, to say nothing of sev- 
eral inventions in somewhat side lines. The list of patents 
granted this week is both large and interesting. 


An English paper trade publication compares the divi- 
dends paid in December, 1901, with those paid in Decem- 
ber, 1900, by fourteen well-known paper meking concerns 
in Great Britain. Eight of the companies declared les- 
sened dividends in December, 1901, and of these eight 
three declared none at all. Five of the fourteen declared 
the same dividend as in December, 1900, and one, the 
Kellner-Partington Company, increased the size of its divi- 
dend. This showing is natural and not unexpected, con- 
sidering the unsatisfactory market that the British paper 
maker had for his product in 1901. 


The paper imitation,of the straw, that article of com- 
merce through which mankind has received so many de- 
licious sensations, is now the subject of litigation. The 
legal contest is reported by our Washington correspondent, 
and embraces two suits, one seeking to enjoin the defendant 
from infringing the patent of. Melvin C. Stone, the in- 
ventor of the paraffined paper straw, and the other seek- 
ing to enjoin the same defendant from unfair competition. 
Ordinary straws show which way the wind blows, but the 
artificial straw does more; it creates the breeze itself. 


The publication of this issue of Tae Paper Trape 
JouRNAL is delayed one day in order to give our sub- 
scribers the news as to the opening of bids for supplying 
paper to the Public Printer for the coming year. The de- 
tails of the bidding are presented in a double page supple- 
ment. 





Our Appleton correspondent recently called attention to 
the increased use of hemlock as a material in the making 
of sulphite fibre. The extent of that use is sur- 
prising, even to those in the paper trade, and while it has 
not yet superseded spruce, it is certainly gaining a 
very substantial position as raw stock in the pulp mak- 
ing world, 


The paper broker is always suspicious. He thinks he 


sees in the recent meetings of jobbers a scheme by which, 
in the slang of the day, he may not only be invited, but 
compelled “to go ’way back and sit down.”

While it is hazardous to indulge in predictions, it may be 
said there is a general feeling that the end has not yet 
come, and that the near future is to witness further de- 
velopments.

KILLED INSTANTLY. 


Two Officers of the Union Bag and 
Paper Company. 


A. M., Perrin, Second Vice-President, and Frank Washburn, 
Secretary-Treasurer of the Paper Bag Combination, the 
Victims ofa Railroad Disaster in the New York 
Central Tunnel, New York, Yesterday. 





A. M. Perrin, second vice-president, and Frank Wash- 
burn, secretary and treasurer of the Union Bag and Paper 
Company, both lost their lives in the frightful railroad ac- 
cident which occurred in the tunnel of the New York Cen- 
tral road, at Fifty-eighth street, in New York city, on 
Wednesday of this week, at 8:20 a. m. How or in what 
manner these two well-known paper men met their death 
no one knows at this time. 

Those who recovered the bodies after the accident are 
satisfied that death was instantaneous. In all fifteen per- 
sons were killed and over thirty injured in the wreck. 
This slaughter was caused by a rear end collision. An 
inbound local train on the Harlem Railroad, from White 
Plains, crashed into another inbound train coming from 
Danbury, Conn., on the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford Railroad. The latter train was stalled temporarily 
in the middle section of the tunnel by the regular morning 
congestion of trains. It is believed that the accident hap- 
pened through a misunderstanding or a disregard of the 
warning signals. 

The last car of the first train was telescoped and pushed 
over the car ahead, which was also wrecked, It was in 
these two cars where the terrible loss of life occurred. 
Panic and confusion followed the crash. Fire, smoke and 
steam added to the horror of the prison in which the un- 
fortunate passengers found themselves. 

On receiving news of the accident W. L. Sparks, an as- 
sistant in Mr. Perrin’s office, and Nathaniel Peirce, for- 
merly the second vice-president of the Union Bag and 
Paper Company, who happened to be at the office of the 
company, No. 1 Broadway, hastened to the scene of the 
wreck and positively identified the bodies of Mr. Perrin 
and Mr. Washburn. Arrangements were at once made 
for their removal to an undertaker’s establishment, and 
friends and business acquaintances were notified. L. G. 
Fisher, president of the company, and his son, who were 
on their way up the State to visit the company’s mills, 
were reached by wire a short distance out. These gen- 
tlemen hastened back to town, arriving in the middle of 
the afternoon. The families of both the deceased were 
then notified. Mr. Washburn and Mr. Perrin both re- 
sided at New Rochelle, N. Y. They had both been con- 
nected with the Union Bag and Paper Company since its 
organization. Before that Mr. Perrin was connected with 
the Samuel Cupples Woodenware Company, St. Louis, 
while Mr. Washburn was in charge of the paper bag 
mill of the Howland Paper Company, Sandy Hill, N. Y. 
Mr. Perrin was forty years of age and Mr. Washburn 
fifty-six years.

The American Writing Paper Company is installing a 
new filtering plant at its Parsons No. 1 mill, Holyoke, 
Mass. 

Work on the mill of the King Paper Company, Kala- 
mazoo, Mich., is being pushed. The foundations have 
been completed and the brick walls are well up. 

A dam has been constructed in the canal at Middleport, 
N. Y., and the water has been let in. The mills are run- 
ning again, and were but temporarily embarrassed for a 
day or two by the construction work. 

There was a smal] fire at the No. 1 Mill of the Riverside 
Division of the American Writing Paper Company at 
Holyoke, Sunday, caused by the dumping of hot ashes on 
a pile of refuse matter near the mill. The damage was 
slight. 

Albert Tilton has resigned his position as machine tender 
in the mill of the Diamond Mills Paper Company, Bloom- 
field, N. J., and has accepted a similar position with the 
Toronto Paper Manufacturing Company, Cornwall, On- 
tario, Canada. 

The Riverside Paper Manufacturing Company, Glaston- 
bury, Mass., began the manufacture of binders’ board in 
its new mill last Friday. The company now has a model 
mill and resumes business with excellent prospects, The 
old mill of the company was burned last July. 

The negotiations which have been in progress for a 
month for the purchase of the Sanitarium Building from 
the former stockholders by the Fletcher Paper Company, 
Alpena, Mich., have resulted in a sale being consummated 
and the title being passed to the company. The building 
will be converted into offices to suit the purposes of the 
new owner, and work to that end has been commenced. 

The new No. 3 paper machine at the mill of the C. W. 
Howard Company, Menasha, Wis., was started for the 
first time January 1 and is now running on fibre papers. 


It consumes the sulphite product of the new digester 
put in last fall. The starting of the new machine 
was the accomplishment of the last of several new im- 
provements that have been made at this plant during the 
last few months. Everything is now in apple-pie order. 
G. A. Giles, an employee of the Riverside No. 2 division 
of the American Writing Paper Company, Holyoke, 
Mass., sustained severe bruises in an accident last Satur- 
day that might easily have resulted more seriously, if not 
fatally. He was employed near some shafting, when his 
trousers were caught and in an instant he was swinging 
around, his clothes being wound about the shafting. A 
quick-witted comrade stopped the machinery just in time. 


Christopher Marshfield, aged forty years, machinist at 
the Cumberland Paper Mill, Cumberland, Md., while 
placing a belt on a pulley on the main shaft, 20 feet from 
the floor, was caught between the belt and pulley and 
whirled rapidly around the shaft many times before the 
machinery could be stopped. His clothing had to be cut 
away to get him down, and it was found that the flesh of 
his right arm was badly torn and his left side severely 
bruised. 

William Foley, superintendent of the Nekonegan Paper 
Company’s mill, Old Town, Me., received as a Christmas 
gift from the employees of the mill a beautiful and attract- 
ive reading lamp. The lamp has a silver plate, bearing 
the name of Mr. Foley and the names of the givers. Mr. 
Foley highly appreciated the gift and on the following 
Monday invited the men to spend the evening at his 
home on High street. Nearly all accepted the invitation 
and were royally entertained by Mr. and Mrs. Foley. 

The stockholders of the Utility Paper Company, Fort 
Wayne, Ind., recently voted to increase the capital stock by 
issuing $111,000 worth of preferred stock. It is under- 
stood that the stock will be placed on the market at once, 
and already a large amount of it has been taken by the 
present stockholders, The Utility Paper Mill at Hartford 
City was totally destroyed by fire, but it was rebuilt at 
Mt. Carmel, Ill. The reverve derived from the sale of 
the newly issued stock will be applied on the improvement 
of the company’s plant at Mt. Carmel. 


A large force of men are now at work building the 
foundation for the new three story brick addition to the 
mill of the Hinde & Dauch Paper Company, Sandusky, 
Ohio, and when the building is completed the company 
will have something like 65,000 feet more floor space, 
which will be used exclusively for a warehouse. Mr. 
Hinde, of the company, stated that the past year’s business 
was very much larger than it was a year ago and the out- 
look for the coming year’s business is exceedingly bright. 

The Gilbert Paper Company, of Menasha, Wis., has 
placed a contract for a new steam engine to take the 
place of an engine which has been somewhat overloaded. 
It will be an Allis Corliss, with cylinder 18x30 inches, 
making eighty revolutions and using steam at 150 pounds. 
The foundations for the new engine are about to be put 
in. The Gilbert people are just finishing the new addi- 
tion to their office building, which has been under con- 
struction for a number of weeks, and will soon be com- 
fortably installed therein. 

At the plant of the Terre Haute (Ind.) Paper Company 
the additions to the machinery, which have been lying 
idle since the plant was started, are being made ready for 
operation by the first of next week. When the plant was 
built it was necessary to leave out part of the equipment 
to fill the rush of orders, and since then a suitable time 
has been awaited to place the additional machinery into 
position. This has been done in the past week, and it is 
the intention of the company to have the plant running 
to its full capacity during the next week some time. 


Court Rules Against Middleton Paper Company. 


Boston, Mass., January 7, 1902.—The full bench of the 
Supreme Court has overruled the defendant’s exceptions in 
the case of Andrew Kleibaz vs. the Middleton Paper Com- 
pany, in which the plaintiff got a verdict of $20,000 for 
personal injuries. He was injured while in its employ by 
the fall of an elevator on which he was the operator. The 
defendant claimed there was no evidence of negligence on 
its part, and that the plaintiff was not himself in the ex- 
ercise of due care. The court holds to the contrary.

Testing a Sulphite Cook. 

A correspondent of the World’s Paper Trade Review 
asks: “In boiling wood, what are the usual tests to ascer- 
tain completion of cooking operation?” to which that paper 
replies as follows: 

“In sulphite processes for boiling wood, one or both of 
the following tests are employed. Iodine test: A sample 
of the liquor is taken from the digester by means of the 
test cock, of which 1 cc. is run into an 8-ounce glass 
beaker, half filled with distilled water. To this is added a 
few drops of starch solution and titrated with a decinormal 
solution of iodine until the appearance of the bluish tint 
of the starch compound of iodine. If less than 2 cc. of 
iodine solution turns it bluish, the acid is almost ex- 
hausted and the wood is considered sufficiently boiled. Of 
course this only holds good providing the correct propor- 
tions of wood and liquor were employed. If the wood em- 
ployed is hard, dark or knotty, the boiling may be contin- 
ued until only 1 cc. of iodine is sufficient to show the blue 
coloration. If the boiling is continued beyond this, sul- 
phuric acid soon shows itself by burning or charring the 
pulp. Ammonia test: This test is generally employed by 
the foreman or boilermen themselves, as it requires less 
skill and manipulation than the iodine test. A small test 
tube is three parts filled with liquor from the digester and 
a few drops of strong ammonia added. If the liquor re- 
mains a light color and precipitates lime, it shows the 
liquor is not exhausted and the boiling may be continued. 
If the ammonia throws down no precipitate, or very little, 
the liquor is exhausted and the boiling must be stopped at 
once. If a brown ring is formed on adding ammonia the 
boiling should be stopped. A sample of pulp should also 
be examined to ascertain if it is sufficiently boiled.”

British Paper Makers’ Profits. 


Although the year 1901 was favorable as far as the de- 
mand for paper was concerned, yet manufacturers were 
greatly handicapped in having to pay much higher prices 
for coal and raw materials generally, says the World's 
Paper Trade Review. Then the slackness in the demand 
for paper followed, which conduced to lower prices. 
Consequently, in many instances, paper makers’ profits 
have been affected. We give below extracts from the 
share list showing the comparative dividends of well- 
known companies, as reported at the end of this and the 
preceding year:

Of the fourteen companies mentioned, only one (Kell- 
ner-Partington Company) shows an increased dividend, 
18 per cent., against 13 per cent., certainly a most satis- 
factory performance. Five companies declared a similar 
dividend to that paid in the previous year, ranging from 
5-per cent. to 15 per cent., while three concerns passed 
paymem altogether. The dividends of the other com- 
panies show a reduction of from 2 to 4 per cent., mostly 
2% per cent. Dealings in shares have been limited, but 
the public eagerly subscribed to the issues of such well- 
known undertakings as Olive & Partington and 
Spicer Brothers. The most notable failures of the year 
were the Horton Kirby Paper Works, Ltd. (whose mill 
was acquired by Albert E. Reed), and the Wansbrough 
Paper Company, Ltd

Beating Engine—Pulp Siraimer—Paper Making Machine— 
Disintegrating and Drying Pulp—Making Alum—Half 
Stuff from Peat—Covering Paper Boxes, 


Alfred Wells Case, of Highland Park, Conn., was this 
week granted patent No. 690,097 on a beating engine, 
which is particularly designed for beating scrap leather 
into pulp, although it may be used for beating other ma- 
terials. 

Fig. 1 of the views shows a plan, with the cover re- 
moved, of a beating engine that embodies the invention; 
and Fig. 2 shows a side elevation, with part in section and 
the driving pulleys omitted, of the same engine. 

The beater illustrated has an oblong tub 1 of ordinary 
shape and dimensions. In the centre of this tub is the 
usual vertical mid-feather 2, on one side of which is the 
bed 3, with bed plate 4 and the backfall 5 of common de- 
sign. The posts 6 support the adjustable lighters 7, which 
carry the bearings that hold the shaft 8 Upon the shait, 
over the bed between the mid-feather and one side of the 
tub, is a common beater roll 9, and outside of the tub on 
the shaft is a driving pulley ro. The lighters are so sup- 
ported that the periphery of the beater roll may be ad-

justed with relation to the blades 11 of the bed plate be- 
neath the roll, as usual. On a shaft 12, held by bearings 
secured to the walls of the tub and provided with pulleys 
13 and 14, is a cylinder 15. The periphery of this cylinder 
is arranged to dip into the stuff in the tank and is pro- 
vided with fine teeth 16, that will pick up fibres from the 
stuff. On a shaft 17, arranged across the walls parallel 
with and adjacent to the pick-up cylinder shaft, is a cylin- 
der 18, that is provided with fine teeth 19, the points of 
which preferably project between the teeth on the pe- 
riphery of the pick-up cylinder. On the shaft 17 is a 
pulley 20, that may be belted to a pulley 21 on the beater 
roll shaft, and a pulley 22, that may be belted to the pulley 
140n the pick-up cylinder shaft, so that the pick-up and 
break-up cylinders will rotate in the same direction. The 
téeth on the break-up cylinder break up the matter picked 
up by the pick-up cylinder and prevent nubs and hard 
lumps from being carried up and thrown off as the cylin- 
ders rotate. 

Held by bearings arranged adjacent to the end of the 
tub are the arbors of rolls 23. One arbor is provided 
with a pulley 24, which may be belted to the pulley 13 on 
the pick-up cylinder shaft, with which these rolls are par- 
allel An endless apron 25 passes around these rolls 
This apron is preferably made of an open mesh material 
aud is provided with cleats 26. At the outer end of the 
apron is a stock tank 27, with a discharge pipe 28. 

The pick-up cylinder is rotated with such speed that it 
picks up the fine fibre that has been sufficiently beaten 
and is floating near the surface of the stuff in the tub and 
throws it onto the traveling apron, which deposits it in the 
stock tank. From the stock tank the properly beaten 
stu may be drawn off through the discharge pipe to any 
vat or machine. Of course, the apron could deposit the 
stuff directly onto the apron of a paper or board machine, 
and if desired the apron can be dispensed with, in which 
case the pick-up cylinder can be arranged to deposit stuff 
directly on a paper machine apron or into a vat 

4 cover 29 is arranged over the pick-up cylinder and 
nner end of the conveying apron, so that the material 
which is thrown by the picker will fall upon the apron 
Surplus water which is thrown up with the stuff drains 
back into the tub. By means of this simple mechanism 
the stuff which is sufficient!y beaten and is free from lumps 
and bunches is picked up and conveyed to the stock tank, 
from which it may be drawn for use. It is unnecessary 
with this engine to beat the stuff which is completely 
macerated or shredded until all of the mass is properly 
reduced, for that which is finished may be taken away as 
it is completed, leaving only the unreduced part to be 





beaten. This method results in a large saving of time and 
energy, for it is not mecessary to agitate the part which 
is finished while the unfinished part is being reduced.

Skylights for Paper Mills. 


The sheet metal skylight made by the E. Van Noorden 
Conipany, Boston, Mass., is peculiarly adapted for the 
needs of paper mills. It is conceded that overhead day- 
light diffused on the paper making machines below is the 
best light for this kind of work, much superior to the side 
light admitted by windows. The paper in process of 
making requires constant inspection, which is best aided 
by the overhead light. Minute defects and spots in the 
paper are injurious to its sale, hence the need of close in- 
spection. 

An objection to the use of overhead lights is the danger 
of condensed water dripping from the underside of glass 
onto the paper below. The moisture laden vapor of the 
hot machine coming in contact with the cold skylight glass, 
is condensed in the form of water, and unless some pro- 
vision is made for it, this water will drip off the glass. 

A system of gutters has been used on wooden bars with 
success as far as the dripping was concerned, but wooden 
bars are not storm proof, fire proof nor durable enough 
for first-class work. Double glazing has been used to 
some extent to prevent condensation of moisture laden 
vapor, This is entirely successful, but the cost precludes 
its general use. 

The Van Noorden skylight bar is formed of a strip of 
flat sheet metal, bemt up by dies in a 10-foot press in the 
shape shown in Fig. 1, CC being condensation gutters,

and RR the rabbet or resting place for the glass. 
tra strip SS (Fig. 2) is put in to clamp the bar together. 
When the bars stretch over a long span a sheet metal core 
is inserted internally, like that shown in Fig. 3. 

This adds greatly to the rigidity and strength of the bar 
The glass is bedded in putty, and capped with sheet metal 
as shown, The bars are mounted in a base which car- 
ries a main internal gutter, and into which empty all the 
gutters of the bars. The water is then carried outside 
through holes in the double wall of the base, as shown

in Fig. 4. 

This system has been used by this house for over twenty- 
five years and can be found on many paper mills, in addi- 
tion to other kinds of manufactories, on public buildings 








and residences throughout New England, the South and 
West. 

In the summer of 1900 the company received an order 
from the Ticonderoga Pulp and Paper Company, at Ti- 
conderoga, N. Y. The contract called for two double 
pitch skylights, 7%4x10 feet; three double pitch skylights, 
7%4x20 feet, single glazed, and seven double pitch sky- 
lights, 74x24 feet, double glazed. 

The idea of double glazing in this case was not to pre- 
vent condensation:, but merely as a protection against 
cold in winter. The work was duly completed, and the 
paper company commented on it as follows: “Your man 
completed the work on our skylights this afternoon, and 
suppose will leave for home on the sleeper. We are

pleased with the way he handled the work. He worked 
faithfully, and has given us a good, satisfactory job.” 

The Forest Mills Company, Bridgeton, Me., manufac- 
turers of woolens, wrote under date of October 16, 1901: 
“Inclosed find check for your bill of skylights. All is sat- 
isfactory. Have a heavy rain but no leaks. May want 
more skylights later.” 

Of these skylights 28,000 square feet were erected by 
the E, Van Noorden Company in 1889 for the Great 
Northern Paper Company, at Millinocket, Me., of which 
15,000 square feet were single glazed, and 13,000 square 
feet were double glazed. 

The company has just furnished for J. E. Henry & 
Sons’ new pulp mill at Lincoln, N. H., four hip skylights, 
each 6x27 feet; also for the Crane Company's paper mill 
at Dalton, Mass., two hip skylights, each 7%4x10% feet;

This is an 
extensive plant, one of the most complete and modern of 
its kind, now being erected from plans drawn by and 
under the supervision of Lockwood, Greene & Co., mill 
engineers of Boston. 

The company is also erecting on the immense new 
plant of the Atlas Tack Company, at Fairhaven, Mass., 
496 single pitch skylights 8x8 feet, and 103 revolving ven- 
tilator cowls, 18 inches in diameter. Lockwood, Greene 
& Co. are the mill engineers of this plant also.

The Year 1901 a Dull One—It Made the Wrong Kind of 
a Record—A Curious Will Case—Lectures 
on Paper Making. 





[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Lonvon, December 26, 1901.—The year now closing has 
not been a pleasant or profitable one to many paper mak- 
ers, especially to those whose mills have been running on 
news or common printing paper. The demand for these 
papers has been slack, and many machines have been idle 
part of the time, mills running in many instances only 
four days a week. Higher grade papers have found a more 
ready market, but taken altogether the year’s business has 
been unsatisiactory. Many of the older members of the 
trade declare that trade has not been so slow in forty 
years as it was in I9got. 

The Edinburgh correspondent of the Manchester Guar- 
dian tells of some curious developments in the case of a 
will of a hermit millionaire.

factured by us for ledger and legal purposes for use in 
place of the old hand made papers. The paper is known 
as ‘Polton patent ledger paper,’ and both this name and 
the interlaced capital ‘A’s’ below the usual Prince of 
Wales’ feathers device, all of which are watermarked on 


the paper used, are our registered property. This paper 





was first produced by us on December 8, 1899, and the 
first sales of the paper of the size on which the alleged 
will is written took place in January, 1900. We send you 
herewith a duplicate sheet of the paper itself, as it may 
interest your readers to see a reproduction of the precise 
watermarking of the paper. It is impossible that the 
paper used can be of any earlier production than what we 
have stated.” 

Lectures on paper making topics seem to be in demand at 
present. “The Art and Craft of Paper Making” was the 
title of a paper presented by G; Gunn at the quarterly meet- 
ing of the Bury Burns Club recently. “Paper Making and 
Testing” is the subject of a course of twelve lectures to be 
delivered by E. J. H. Stallybrass, assistant examiner of paper 
in H. M. Stationery Office. The lectures will be delivered 
before the Battersea Polytechnic on Monday evenings, be- 
ginning on January 6. 

Clayton Beadle, the well-known paper mill chemist, is 
delivering a course of lectures before the Dickinson Insti- 
tute, Croxley Green, Rickmansworth. The first lecture 
was on “Cotton,” and the second on “Straw and Esparto.” 
There are to be four other lectures in the course. They 
are attracting a good deal of attention.

Dayton’s Waste Paper Ordinance. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Dayton, Ohio, January 6, 1902.—Application has been 
made to the city authorities by I. R. McClure for the use 
of street corners for the erection of iron boxes to be used 
as receptacles for paper and other street refuse. He agrees 
fo maintain fifty at the start on the uptown corners and to 
extend the system if it proves profitable. By the terms of * 
an ordinance he agrees to remove all paper and litter free 
of charge, and claims that by systematic efforts on the part 
of the public the streets will be kept scrupulously clean. 
He wishes to use the outside surface of the boxes for ad- 
vertising matter, claiming that only in this way will he 
secure a revenue. However, it is believed that the collection 
of paper alone would prove profitable. The promoter of 
the scheme says that it will just about be self-supporting, 
as teams must be secured to make collections, while the 
paper must be sorted and bundled. No action has been 
taken by the city board, which does not seem inclined to 
make an advertising bureau out of the city.. The streets 
are well cleaned in any event. M. V.

Bulk Postal Rates for Books, Etc. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 
WASHINGTON, January 6, 1902.—Repre- 
sentative Hill has introduced a bill in Con- 


gress, authorizing and instructing the 
Postmaster-General to accept third-class 
matter, consisting of books, pamphlets, 


catalogues and other printed literature, at 
the post office of the town of publication, 
upon payment of postage the bulk 
weight, without affixing stamps, at the 
present rate of postage for third-class mat- 
ter; that is, 1 cent for each 2 ounces or 8 
cents per pound. The provision is made 
that no single pamphlet or package shall 
weigh less than 2 ounces, and that the 
total quantity presented for mailing at any 
one time shall not be less than 50 pounds. 
The wrapper or envelope of each package 
shall bear the notice, “Postage prepaid at 
regular third-class rates.” SF:

PAPER.—Trade with the jobbers is seasonably quiet, 
and with the mills the volume of new business is less than 
it was before the holidays. The market is strong, however, 
notwithstanding the January let-up. On Manilas, now that 
the big rush is over, the situation is a little easier, and this 
fact has induced a number of buyers to think that prices on 
Manilas are not so firm as they were. But as the mills have 
orders ahead for some time it is not likely that there will 
be any important reduction in the quotations until the mills 
feel the need of new business. On this point the manu- 
facturers say that they are not afraid of running dry of or- 
ders for the next six months at least. Naturally the job- 
bers and the large consumers are very positive in their 
statements that the market is off, that quotations have 
reached their height and that from now on a steady decline 
will take place. This sort of talk is ridiculed by the manu- 
facturers. News paper continues very scarce and firm. The 
lowest quotation reported is 2.35c., delivered, New York. 
From 2.35@2.45c. represents the range. But the trouble 
comes when time of delivery is referred to. For, according 
to the best obtainable information, there is very little News 
within thirty days to be had, even at these figures. The 
largest producers have given it out that they do not want 
any more orders except for March and April delivery. On 
large daily newspaper contracts very little reduction in these 
quotations is made. One good contract was taken last 
week on a basis corresponding to 2.35c. less 3 per cent., 
New York city. New orders for Book paper are not as nu- 
merous as they were a few weeks ago. Still the market on 
Book is strong, and it is expected to hold firm until late 
in the spring. Very soon now the large publishers will 
again be ready to make contracts for their Easter and sum- 
mer editions. Coated Book is active at the advanced prices. 
Writings are unchanged. Bags are in good demand. Boards 
are very firm, as all the mills are crowded with orders. 
In general all quotations remain at about their December 
level.
